History of the Strike. 


The City railway company strike, the most 
serious, so far as the public was concerned, 
began at 4 o’clock on the morning of Thurs- 
@ay, Nov. 12. At that hour the laet of the 
night cars was taken into the barns by men 
who a few hours later fought openly and 
viciously to p®event a car being moved. Of 
the 2,400 trainmen who finished their day’s* 
work on Wednesday hardiy more than a 
handful reported for work nextday. On all 
the twenty-two lines of the south side com- 
pany not a car wheel moved that Thursday * 
morning, and miles of track was idle. 
The tieup was qomepiate and the strikers were 
happy. 

The strike came as a great surprise to the 
‘vast majority of the 400,000 persons who used 
the City railWay lines daily. The threat to 
walk out had been made so often that the 
public in general had come to regard it mere- | 
ly as a cry of “‘ wolf.” When on Monday, 
Nov. 9, the men presented their demands to 
General Manager McCulloch they were told 
they could not receive a reply before Satur- 
day. ‘This kindled the slumbering flame of 
wrath into a blaze. A meeting was held and 
the men declared that unless an acceptable 
reply was received by Wednesday night they 
would strike. No word came from Mr. Mc- 
Culloch .and Thursday morning saw the 
struggle begin. 

First Cars; Then Riots. 


The exaltation that greeted the beginning 
of the strike was short lived. Promptly at 
6:30 a. m. a cable train with a loyal crew 
left the Cottage Grove avenue barns, fol- 
lowed by four other trains. About the same 
‘hour five Wentworth avenue cars were 
started from Seventy-ninth street and Vin- 
cennes road. Then followed a day of riot- 
ing. The few police on guard were power- 
less, and nonunion men were beaten and the 
ears broken by the crowds. 

That night the mayor and high police offi- 
cers held a conference with the City rail 
way officials. Ample police protection was 
promised, Assistant Chief Schuettler being 
given 1,000 men to keep order. It was de-
